PG PROPOSED HOME RULE 
CHARTER IS TV TOPIC 


Prince Georges County will be 
writ large on television’s map on 
Thursday evening, September 13, 
at 10 p.m, At that hour, Television 
Station WTOP will show a one 
hour documentary with Jack Ju- 
rey as. commentator. 

The subject of the documentary 
will be Prince Georges County and 
the proposed home rule charter, 
or County constitution. Sound films 
are now being taken and a number 
of officials, candidates for public 
office and prominent residents of 
the County have already appeared 
before the cameras, and it is prom- 
ised that there will be “never a dull 
moment.” 

Many residents are already fa- 
miliar with the question of home 
rule charter and the problems in- 
volved, such as taxation, soning, 
schools, parks, transportation, hou- 
sing, and general respansibility in 
county government. However, it is 
WENT Troe Tw WHE mint In the street, 
when asked about the meaning of 
home rule and charter, will de- 
clare himself ignorant on the sub- 
ject. Accordingly, it is anticipated 
that the program will bring the 
matter to the attention of a sub- 
stantial number of county voters 
for the first time. It is expected 
that argument pro and con in an- 
ticipation of the county-wide ref- 
erendum to be held this November 
will be going full tit and with 
much issuance of literature at about 
the time the WTOP documentary 
is shown. Since the documentary 
will have statements by persons on 
both sides of the question, the 
showing should be of more than 
ordinary interest and helpful to 
those who will have the question 
presented to them for decision in 
the fall. 

County newspapers have occas- 
jonally contained letters from rea- 
ders who complain of lack of infor- 
mation on the question of home 
rule charter. Commenting upon 
this, the Project Marlboro Home 
Rule Charter Committee points 
out that coples of Project Marl- 
boro, the study report of the Prince 
Georges County Civic Federation, 
containing the original recommen- 
dation for home rule charter, can 
be read at all County libraries as 
well as the library of the Univer- 
sity of Maryland. Copies will also 
be mailed to those sending their 
names and addresses and 60 cents 
to the Committee at P. O. Box 96, 
College Park. in addition, copies of 
Instant Project Mariboro, a short 
summary of the study report, can 
be had for 4 dime sent to the same 
address. The Committee urges that 
the county’s voters read either or 
both of these documentts before 
the documentary is viewed.

Vandalism Protested 

The problem of vandalism was 
pointed up in two items of cor- 
respondence received by the City. 
The first, from PEPCO, asked 
permission of the City to remove 
the underpass lights from the reg- 
ular street service because “tunnel 
vandalism” was so persistent that 
the lights could rot be kept in op- 
eration. Stating that neither spec- 
ial glass nor specifically designed 
metal protective bands had proved 
adequate defense against contin- 
ual breakage, the PEPCO letter 
reported that recent deliberate 
damage had created the hazard of 
exposed wires at one of the pe- 
destrian underpasses. 

As an alternative to complete 
discontinuance of the service, 
PEPCO suggested a higher-cost me- 
tered service which would be the 
city’s responsibility to maintain. 

City Council instead accepted 
McDonald's proposal to approach 
PEPCO with a counter proposition 
that the utility continue furnish- 
ing the light, at the lower street 
system cost, with the City assum- 
ing responsibiltty for maintaining 
fixtures. 

The second written reference to 
vandalism come from an Arlington, 
Virginia, relative of Roy Braddn, 
firat Manager of Greenbelt, protest- 
ing the condition of the memorial 
marker at Braden Field. Ensuing 
discussion produced the informa- 
tion that the sundial atop the mar- 
ker had been removed within a 
few days after replacement, that 
efforts had been made to pry off 
the inscribed metal plate, and that 
the marker was a constant target 
for bottle breaking. 

Agreeing with several citizens 
present that to remove the marker 
for safekeeping would be to bow 
to vandalism, Council referred the 
problem to the Manager with the 
request that he explore various 
means of shiclding the memorial 
from future abuge. 
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The Name Is Familiar 
by Dorothy Sucher 


Last week Charles T. McDonald 
‘announced his retirement after 
fourteen years as Greenbelt's City 
Manager. “Mr. Mac,” as he is af- 
fectionately called by his fellow 
workers combines a wealth of in- 
fy»mation about the city and its 
citizens with the utmost discretion. 
The manager has a 24-hour job, 
and it touches upon the well-being, 
safety, and comfort of the entire 
population — including his own 
neighbors and persona! friends. 
Only by the exercise of an almost 
superhuman tact can the manager 
of a city the size of Greenbelt cope 
with the steady stream of requests 
for special services and favors 
that naturally come his way. 


When McDonald became city 
manager in 1948, for example, af- 
ter a two-year residence in Green- 
belt, he immediately resigned from 
all the local organizations of which 
he was a member because of his 
desire to remain impartial. 


“Tact” is Mr. Mac's middle 
name — in case you've ever won- 
dered what that “T’’ stands for. The 
press has long been aware of it, 
When complicated questions are 
rained in the office of the News Re- 
wiew, someone is sure to gay, s00n- 
er or later, “Ask McDonald—he 
knows everything.” 
the rejoinder, “Yes, but he won't 
tell. Or if he does, it'll be off the 
record.” 

Charles T. McDonald was born 
and brought up in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, and studied civil engineer- 
ing at the University of Cincinna- 
tl, Becoming interested in commun- 
ty plaugning, he worked for five 
years at Green Hills, Ohio, first 
as a maintenance engineer and then 
as general housing manager for 
the federal government. Green 
Hills, a suburb of Cincinnati, is 
one of the three “sister Greenbelt” 
towns. 

McDonald never lost his interest 
in community planning. ‘It’s the 
only way to develop liveable com- 
munities,” he atated, citing the 
nearby community of Carrolton, as 
well as Greenbelt’s own Spring 
Hill development as examples of 
good planning. “They've got their 
own recreation, thelr shopping fa- 
_ cilities, their school areas set aside 
in advance. Twenty-five years ago 
the builders would just have put 
up houses. There can't be any 
doubt about the influence of the 
Greenbelt towns; they're mentioned 
in virtually every book on commun- 
ity planning that appears in this 
country.” 

Although McDonald severed his 
connection with local organizations 
on taking office as city manager, 
he has maintained an active in- 
terest in two professional organ- 
izations —- the International City 


Managers’ Association and the 


Maryland Municipal League. He 
has frequently been asked to at- 
tend the annual meetings of the 
former group as an official repre- 
sentative of the state of Maryland. 
As a member of the“latter group 
he holds the distinction (shared by 
only a handful of othera) of hav- 
ing attended every annual meeting 
since 1948. He has served on both 
the Auditing Committee and the 
Resolutions Committee and assist- 
ed in organizing a subsidiary sec- 
tion of the organization, the Exec- 
utive Officers of the Marylarfl Mu- 
nisipal League. 

After a Hfetime spent {n commun- 
ity planning, Mr. Mac intends, for 
& change, to devote his energies to 
a itie privste planning. “I enjoy 


Followed by. 
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raising flowers, and I look forward 
to doing some work in the yard 
with my wife,” he said. “Then, too, 
I like to tinker around the house. 
And being with my children has 
always been one of my greatest 
joys. I have five — four sons and 
a daughter—as wel! as three grand- 
children. Now Ill have more time 
to spend with them. And we’d like 
to take in a few shows — some 
musicals.” 


Asked whether he was planning to 
travel, he replied with a twinkle 
in his eye, “Oh yes. I plan to do 
a great deal of traveling in Wash- 
ington, D. C. I'm going to take 
in all the sights, everything I've 
been too busy to see before. First 
on my list? Why, I think maybe 
the Library of Congress.” And when 
asked whether he was going to 
turn author, Mr. Mac admitted, 
“It's been in the back of my head.” 


When asked to comment on the 
qualities his successor should pos- 
sess, and the problems he will face, 
Mr. Mac's reaction was characteris- 
tic. “I think it would be very im- 
proper for me to make any sugges- 
tions to Greenbelt’s next City Man- 
ager, and after my retirement I 
intend to concentrate on my own 
family and our private plans.” What 
are the qualifications of a good City 
Manager? “Experience in engineer- 
ing and planning, especially admin- 
strative work.” Personal qualities? 
“That's hard to say.” After a pause, 
he went on, “That man’s got to 
have a strong desire, an inborn 
desire, to serve people; and the 
training and ability to do so in a 
ptofessional manner.” 


What lies ahead for Greenbelt? 
McDonald sees an urgent need for 
more personnel. At the same time, 
with the present tax base, he real- 
izes that the funds for such an 
expansion are not available. In two 
or three years, the new commercial 
and housing developments may in- 
crease the clty’s revenues greatly. 
However, for the tmmediate fu- 
ture they will add to the load on 
an overworked municipal staff (re- 
quiring extra policing, for example, 
to deal with vandalism and traffic 
control during construction), while 
contributing only a negligible am- 
ount toward the cost of these ser- 
vices. "The city needs a trained, 
paid engineering and planning de- 
partment. Also an administrative 
assistant to the city manager, to 
act.as a legman. It is simply not 
humanly possible for a single man 
to give each problem the attention 
it needs. And extra personnel in 
the recreation department, although 
the recreation program is good and 
we are fortunate in having some 
very capable people there.” 


The McDonalds will continue to 
reside in Greenbelt, “It's our home. 
Greenbelt’s a lovely place to live, 
a lovely place to ralse a family.” 
And after the manager has taken 
a reat, he thinks he might do some 
consulting work. Clearly, Mr. Mac’s 
retirement promises to be an ac-

George ig 6 feet 2 inchea tall. 
He probably welghed over 200 
pounds before he got sick. He 
played football and was top bowler 
on the team. 

But George won't ever bowl 
again. He has multiple sclerosis. 
George won't ever work again, 
either. Two and a half years ago, 
he had to quit his job at the steel 
company - a good job - that was 
helping him pay for a new home 
for his wife and two children. 

George lost his home because he 
could no longer meet the payments. 
Two months ago, his bank account 
showed $322.00 - all. he had left in 


-the world. 


Out of desperation, George's wife, 
Grace. visited the county welfare 
department. Once there, the case- 
worker asked, “What's the amount 
of your Social Security check?” 
Grace looked blank. Her family 
received no Social Security check. 

“Let me explain,” offered Grace. 
“My husband js still alive - and 
he’s only 40. We can't collect 
Social Security.” 

Patiently the caseworker explain- 
ed that Social Security pays more 
than old-age and survivors pay- 
ments. “You and George and the 
children will probably qualify for 
disability benefits, if you apply,” 
she urged. 

We now pay George and ‘his 
family $254 a month. But he has 
done himself out gf more than 
$3000 - enough to have salvaged his 
home. 

Let this story - every word of 
it (except for the names George 
end Grace) scrupulously and un- 
fortunately accurate ~ stand ag an 
urgent warning. If you become 
disabled for work, contact your 
nearest Social Security office.

I told her that I 
hoped that we were still friends 
and she said no. I said I just knew 
that she’d say that we were before 
I left. Perhaps it was the shot she 
had been given or the fact that the 
bingo games provided a diversion 
for her thoughts, but by the time 
I Jeft we were friends again. She 
still waan't her usual self, but we 
were atill frienda, 


Our iittle Greek lady seemed very 
friendly when we fitst arrived. But 
became sullen and hostile to me 
when we left. She politely said 
goodby and did not want to shake 
hands. I hope someone who can 
speak Greek can start coming with 
us to take over the job that Kate 
did so well until she left this 
area. 


I received an odd request from 
one of the women. The background 
of this woman in the four years I 
have known her shows gradual 
improvement in her behavior. At 
firat she used to sit on the floor 
with her back to us. She now sits in 
a chair and smiles and accepts re- 
freshments. She always comes alive 
at the singing of the Battle Hymn 
of the Republic, and she very dra- 
matically recites the second verse. 
This month, for the first time, she 
asked me for something. She won- 
dered if we could try to get the 
hospital to serve cookies with ice- 
cream instead of cake. She went on 
to explain that the cake was served 

‘too often. Well, I said I'd see what 

I could do but I promised her a box 
of chocolate cookies when I visited 
again. There wasn’t much more to 
talk about, but this really was the 
first time she seemed “with us”. 
She'll get her cookies.
